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O thoſe who feel any reſpect for themſelves, and who conſider 


the eſtimation of others as no inſignificant medium by which 

to adjuſt that reſpect, it is not eaſy to addreſs the PuBLic. They 
would neither approach that tribunal with inſignificant profeſſions, 
nor tedious complaints.» They are ſolieitous that the audience 
which they.afk, ſhould be favourably heard and accepted. Under 
theſe impreſſions it is, that the ConvucToRs or THE MonTaLyY 
VIS fro once more preſent themſelves before the Public. 
Having completed one year of their engagements, they deem it 
neceſſary to ſay a little of what may reaſonably be expected from a

We are ſwayed, to this day, by all “ the-mean-fuperſti- 
tions of the heart.” We wiſh, in ſome reſpects, to amehorate.the ſtate 
of man; or to ſee it ameliorated: but we do not think that Irreligion 
and Anarchy are favourable to ſuch views.

We are. no enemies to- 
ſpeculation: but it is ſpeculation that may be reduced to practice, in 
conformity with the ur welfare of mankind, © — :
